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FIRST CONTEST BETWEEN THE 


RIVAL YACHTS. 


Th« fthamro«M's BaHac Qvalltlw * 


turprke to th« Yacktlag IfcjMrt— 
The Two Raceri Declared to B« 
Very Bvealy Hatched—Muwsrock 
Finishes Ahead. « 
New York, Oct. 4.-Tue first of thi 


contests betweou tlie big sloop-yacht* 
Columbia and Shamrock, for tbe Amer- 
ica's Cup, resulted lu "no race." The 
failure of either yacht to score a vic- 
tory In tbo opening event of tbe aeries 
was a great disappointment. 


VVblle C. Oliver Isellu, principal 
owner of Columbia, and Sir Thouma 
Lipton, owner of Shamrock, both re- 
Bret the necessity of another day's de- 
lay iu a decisive meeting of their 
flyers, each IB confident tbe next trial 
will result iu neither accident, drift, 
tug-match nor fluke, but that it will 
be a Squarely contented race with tbe 
better boat the winner. 


Before tbe officials iu charge of tbe 


yacht race bad shown by signal that 
the contest was off, owing to the ex- 
piration of tluie limit, many of the ex- 
cursion steamers had headed for the 
bay, their captains satisfied that it 
would be impossible to finish thu race. 


The last half hour of the race was a 


period of anxiety for the excursionists, 
who, fearful that the Columbia would 
be beaten, prayed that the time limit 
would expire. 


On the New York Yacht Club's boat, 


the Republic, tbe greatest admiration 
was expressed for the admirable man- 
ner in which the Shamrock was sailed. 
There were some among the members 
who were of the opinion that the Co- 
lubia stood too close toward the New 
Jersey shore on her longest starboard 
tack, thereby losing a slant of wind 
which the Shamrock caught, aud which 
helped her to make up the distance 
that she had lost when the Columbia 
beat her around tbe slakobont. 


It was the universal opinion that the 


race was one of tbe best sailed for the 
America's Cup. aud that the defender, 
if not matched against a bettor boat, 
certainly is matched against tbe most 
Rkillful crew and the best meu In com- 
mand who have ever sailed a race for 
the famous trophy on this side of the 
ocean. 


The yachts were taken In tow Just 


off tbe Highlands when the race was 
stopped, *nd as they were pulled up 
the bay their crews and a (fleers were 
cheered again and again by the puss- 
Ing steamboats. 


As tbe Republic passed the Columbia 


tlie band on the yfeht club's steamer 
played -The Star Spangled Banner," 
and Mrs, Isellu, who was on the deck 
aft, waved a salute to the passengers 
on board tbe Republic. 


The manner iu which tbe Shamrock 


was handled and the way she sailed 
tvns a great surprise to nearly all the 
spectators, aud since the yachts have 
jllven n fairly good line on their respec- 
tive ruciUK abilities Iu what was to 
have been the initial event of the five 
races to lie sailed, it is not so much a 
case of the Columbia having everything 
her own way as was generally sup- 
posed. One thing Is certain, aud Hint 
Is that the races will be exciting 
cuough to please almost anybody, and 
that the matter of winnig is about 
as nearly on even terms as it would be 
possible to hove it. Since (lie "no race*' 
event was finished the odds in the bet- 
ting on the Columbia have bei|t pulled 
down and what money Is put up now 
is being placed at "evens." 


The crowds that went down to Sandy 


Hook to-day to witness tly» race is 
greater than that of yesterday and It 
is estimated that 
fully 
UOO.OOO are 


watching the yachts in their great 
struggle to see which can make the 
lu'ht manoeuvres and cross the linish 
Hue first. 


The "No Race" Event. 


'Randy Hook. Oct. 4.—Both yachts 
passed out of tbe Hook lu tow. As the 
Columba passed out she bad b?r main- 
sail, jib and stays set. The Shamrock 
bad similar sails spread. The tow lines 
wore cast off as the yachts reached 
the bar, and amid the shrieking of the 
whistles of the countless excursion 
craft that plunged and rolled in the 
choppy sea that prevailed, carefully 
picked their way toward tlie judges' 
fcoat, J. Plerpont Morgan's Corsair. 


The wind was blowing between nine- 


teen and twenty-two miles an hour and 
was shifting from northeast to north 
and back, west-southwest being the di- 
rection In which the course was laid. 


The Columbia arrived at the Sandy 


Hook Lightship ten minutes ahead of 
the Shamrock. 


The yachts got away with the wind 


from the northeast, blowing at tbe 
rale of twenty miles an hour. In the 
preliminary manoeuvring tbe Sham- 
rock got a little tbe better of the 
jockeying, and when the starting gun 
was tired she flashed across the line a 
length in the lead. 


Both yachts bad mainsails, jibs, stay- 


sails,'baby jib topsails and club top- 
sails set, and two minutes after cross- 
ins: the Hue the Shamrock flew her en- 
ormous spinnaker to the breeze, the 
boom being lowered to port. 
" The Columbia was less than a min- 
ute behind the Irish boat in setting her 
Spinnaker, but seemed unable to catch 
up with the Britisher. Balloon Jib top- 
sails were sent up in stops Immedi- 
ately after the spinnakers went up, and 
nn the stops were broken out the speed 
of the ynchts was visibly accelerated. 


The Columbia's proximity to the 


Shamrock astern permitted her to do 
considerable blanketing of the Irish 
yacht, and the jrnp that separated them 
at the start began to lessen, but very j 
slowly. The broad reach at the start j 
was quickly changed to a full run be-' 
fore the wind, each yacht'* full 20,000 j 
square feet of sail drawing to the ut- 
most. 


The wind lessened In force some* 


what, having decreased to about Ilf- 
teeu miles an hour. The distance at 
this time between Shamrock and Co- 
lumbia was about 400 feet, the Sham- 
rock leading. 


For ten minutes after the atari it 


seemed as If (he Columbia were de- 
ereasinc the lead the challenger got at 
ilie start, but this apparent superiority 
iu (speed did not last long. 
It was 


fifty seconds at toe .star* jaft Utttr j 


It was abort one •lante and twenty 
aeeo&d*, so that to* Irian boat wan 
making faster time than the American. 


In an hour the Shamrock led the Co- 


lumbia by about three hundml yards. 
Bhe made flm-clans weather of it. 
throwing little water up forward and 
leaving a wake that was scarcely dis- 
tinguishable from tbe shore. The wind 
was growing lighter, blowing barely 
seven miles and hour. The Shamrock 
WHO a revelation to those yachtsmen 
who thought her slower thau the Co- 
lumbia In light airs. 
T?be Irish boat 


simply glided along while the Columbia 
appeared lu comparison to be sluggish. 
The Columbia took In her spinnaker 
and shifted her mainsail to |»drt ami 
after a few minutes fast sailing took 
the lead. Immediately after the Co- 
lumbia took lu her spinnaker the 
Hhauirock followed suit and also put 
her mainsail to port. A hauling of the 
wind to the northward made this nec- 
essary. 


Tbe Columbia turned the stakeboat 


7 minutes ahead of the Shamrock. 


When the time limit had expired both 


yachts were over three miles from tliw 
finish, with the Shamrock 40 seconds 
In the lead. 


PRE8IDENT DINES~1)EWEY. 


Most Elaborate Social Function in 


History of White House. 


Washington, Oct. 4.—President Me- 


Kinley .In honor of Admiral Dewey, 
gave the largest dinner party in tlie 
history of the White House social func- 
tions. Covers were laid for more th:in 
eighty persons. The guests included 
the Cabinet, the Governors of nine 
states, Justices of the Supreme Court, 
some of the members of both houses 
of Congress, army and naval oflicers. 


It is a White House tradition that 


no partiality ever is shown in making 
preparation for any one set of guests 
at state functions, but the rule was 
broken on this occasion, aud iu the ar- 
rangement of tlie table the choice of 
flowers and the draping of tings, which 
made so brilliant an addition to the 
ordinary decorations the taste <T the 
President was consulted, and more of 
his personality, perhaps, entered into 
tlie hospitality he was extending to 
Admiral Dewey than ever has been tin* 
case with former state affair*:. 


The red corridor WHS bright with 


crimson light. The table was all in 
red, with meteor ro^-s, begonias aud 
orchid? massed in places and 
roses. 


Hung on the wall back of (lie Presi- 
dent was liis special Hag. and facing 
it the white-starred flag of the Ad- 
miral. The Secretary of War's Hug 
was draped at one end of the hall, ami 
at the other was hung the Hag of the 
Secretary of the 
Navy. The 
Ka.st 


Room was hung wth Hags, and mantel 
and window scats were hanKcd with 
palms. Mrs. MeKinley entertained the 
wives of members of the Cabinet In 
her apartments, and before the even- 
Ing was over they all met In the 
library, nud were presented to tlie Ad- 
miral. 


Kadi guest was presented to Ad- 


miral Dewey by the President. The 
two walked together to the red cor- 
ridor while the Marine Hand played 
with unusual spirit "See, the Conquer- 
ing Hero Comes." The company sat 
about two hours at the table. The 
toast to Admiral Dewey was given by 
President MeKinley, and it roused an 
enthusiasm unusual in ihe formal at- 
mosphere of the Executive Mansion. 
Coffee was served at small tables in 
the state dining room, and this was 
the smoking room of the occasion. 


On this, the same as on every other 


occasion where Admiral Dewey has ap- 
peared since his arrival in the r'uited 
States, be was cheered to the echo. 


Dewey Will Accept the Home. 


AVashington. Oct. 4.—Admiral Dewey 


is deeply touched by the raising of the 
Dewey Home Fund, which amounts to 
about $,">ft.tWM). He said to Charles H. 
Allen, Assistant Secretary of the Navy: 


"I can't tell bow much I appreciate 


the raising of that fund. Some time I 
will tell you. but I can't find wtvds 
to do it now." 


"Some persons- have been paying that 


you would not accept it," said Mr. Al- 
len. 


"£ don't see how T fould refuse such 


a gift, raised in such a way," said the 
Admiral. 


It is expected that a substantial in- 


crease in the fund will be made within 
the next few days.

Tbe Filipino Loss In Killed and 


Wounded Much Greater Thau at 
First Reported—American* Again 
Advance In Force Driving tbe En- 
emy Before Them.

Manila, Oct. 4.—General Frederick 


D. Ciraut is receiving congratulations 
from his fellow officers of the army 
over his repulse of the Filipinos on the 
llacoor road. At the same time he is 
making a vigorous advance on tbe 
enemy. 


The native attack was repulsed with 


heavy loss to the enemy. General Grunt 
conducting the operations in person on 
the firing line. The American casual- 
ties were eight wounded and two kill- 
ed. The Americans again advanced iu 
force, driving the enemy before them. 


The attack on Itacoor hccan at half- 


past 8 o'clock in the morniii? i;ud the 
fight lasted until dark. General Grant 
acted with promptness and vigor and 
showed extreme bravery under the 
heavy lire to which he and his troops 
were subjected. 


The Filipinos first cut the telegraph 


wire running from Haeoor to Irnns and 
ambushed Hie American patiol. consist- 
ing of eight men. A signal sergeant 
was killed and two other Americans 
Vveic wounded. 


The little band was reinforced by a 


company of the Fourteenth Infantry 
and three companies of the Fourth, 
which were hurriedly sent out from 
Imus and foujrht their way through 
aloim the road to the relief. 


The euemv were fighting at 4 o'clock 


iu the afternoon from across a deep 
rhcr liftj yards wide. 


General Alejandrino, the head of the 


Filipino military commission now con 
lerriiu: with General Otis, said in an 
iutcn iew: 


"Our Roverunifiit is willing to accept 


a protectorate under the Tinted States. 
We foneht Spain because we did not 
wi-di longer to be- a colony. A colonial 
government, under tin1 American rule 
would be worse than the Spanish, be- 
cause you kmr.v nothing about the way 
to govern colonies. We do not want 
to be c>,penmented on for a century 
while you learn how.

Ghrea Hit View* of United StaUi 


Before Geological Congress. 


Berlin, Oct. 4.-—At the hurt session of 


the International Geographical Con- 
gress, and lu the presence of a dis- 
tinguished audieuce, including many 
colonial aud other government officials, 
Mr. Poultuey Blgelow discussed "Col- 
onial Administration In Different Parts 
of the World." The paper was receiv- 
ed with marked favor. 


Mr. Blgelow said it had taken cen- 


turies of business aud bloodshed 
to 


reach the state of comparative civili- 
zation now enjoyed by the world. We 
were just beginning to realize that 
what interested one Interested all, and 
that in colonial matters the most Im- 
portant condition to-day was unity 
among the whites, whether English, 
Kussian. French or German. 


"in the far East," continued Mr. 


Bigelow. "the United States has now 
become a rival of Europe through the 
occupation of Manila. Americans thus 
become next door neighbors to Hong 
Kong and are almost equally interested 
in the projected railway terminating 
at Kiao-Cliou. In common with G< 
many, however, the United States has 
experience yet to purchase, and from 
observations made during the war 
fear my country is learning her lesson 
at an extravagant price. 


"The United States has officially cora- 


mi'uccd the government of a tropical 
empire under conditions which make 
it probable that the American** will re- 
peat the hlundcis which the English- 
men corrected a century ago. Much 
as the Filipinos dislike Spanish nil* 
they dislike Yankee rule even more. 
Nor is this to be wondered at. Methods 
successful against American Indians 
and against negroes are not found suc- 
cessful in the Philippines, nor do they 
attract a high spirited race such as 
inhabit the Philippines. 


"Tbe curse of America to-day is thnt 


her politicians and newspapers stand 
in fear of the mob. Any one who dares 
to criticise the wisdom of mob inspired 
machinery is howled at as an un 
patriotic, if not as a traitor. The war 
fe\er lias gone to the brain of th 
American mob, especially that section 
which did nor go to the war. Conse-

The President So Decides After His In- 


terview With Admiral Dewey, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The president 


today directed the immediate despatch 
to the Philippines of a number of ves 
sels of the navy, including the cruiser 
Brooklyn and gunboats Machias and 
Marietta. This action is the result of 
the talk of Admiral Dewey with the 
president respecting the situation in 
the Philippines. The orders were given 
in line with the expressed determina- 
tion of the president to furnish the 
army and navy every resource for 
stamping out the Philippine insurrec- 
tion at the earliest possible time. Ad- 
miral Dewey, in his extended interview 
with the president, went into the Phil- 
ippine situation at great length, ex 
plaining carefully the existing condi- 
tion of affairs and his views of the out- 
look, concluding with an earnest rec- 
ommendation that the cruiser Brooklyn 
and soine other vessels be sent at once 
to the Philippines. The president im- 
mediately communicated with the navy 
department and instructed the secrc 
tarf of the navy to issue an order carry 
ing ojat tue admiral's recommendation, 
and to see that they are gotten in readi- 
ness at once.

THE PHILIPPINOS AGGRESSIVE. 


MANILA, Oct. 4.—Several hundred in- 


•argents recaptured Tcrac, which was 
captured by General McArtbnr on 8ep 
tember 28th and was evacuated by the 
Americans on the following day. 
The 


insurgents are also reported moving to 
ward Manila southeast of Angeled. 
The object of this double movement is 
to get behind the American garrisons 
on both sides of the Mauila-Dapuau 
railway. 
Word from Maxico by the 


Fourth cavalry states that a coup to- 
wards Santa Anna, northeast of Ma- 
nila, and towards Arayat, north 
of 


Santa Anna, developed the fact that the 
insurgents are in position at 
both 


points. An American private was killed 
in the skirmish at Santa Anna. The 
Arayat party learned that Scott and 
Edwards of the Twenty-fifth infantry, 
who are missing, are prisoners at Magi- 
laye. The insurgents yesterday made 
two attacks on Calainba. 
The com 


mander reports sixty Philippines killed 
and many wounded. The enemy sur- 
prised an American outpost near Cua- 
gua, killing two privates; the other two 
escaped. 
While four sailors of the 


United States cruiser Baltimore were 
entering the Baceer river yebterday after 
the fight they received a volley. Three 
were wounded. It is understood that 
the volley came from the United States 
soldiers, who had been ordered to pre 
vent the passing of boats and iired by 
mistake on the Baltimore's men.

SKUNK FARMING, 


An AKPlcaltnml OWclal Say* There 


are Mtllten* In It. 


"There's money In a skunk farm," 


eaid an official of the Agricultural De- 
partment, "and skunk farming will 
some day be a great Industry in this 
country. There's a barrel of money in 
the business, and yet the man who sug- 
gested it was regarded as out of his 
head. It does not take a prolonged and 
expensive investigation to demonstrate 
the truth of what I assert. 


"While there are no official statistics 


on record, it is known that skunks — the 
American skunk — will begin breeding 
at one year old. They breed twice each 
year, and have litters of from five to 
thirteen, an average of eight to a lit- 
ter. It is said that skunks can lue on 
as little as any known animal, so there 
is little expense in raising them. They 
are of a different 
disposition to the 


coon, squirrel and many other small 
animals, in that they cannot be tamed, 
and I do not suppose that many people 
would care to have one as a pet. 


"Now, it has been figured out thai a 


man who understands skunk farming 
can begin on twenty skunks — fifteen fe- 
males and fi\e males— and in a very 
few years will have a larg<? and healthy 
bank account. 
It is easy to calculate 


how rapidly these twenty skunks will 
increase in number. If you begin op- 
erations on the farm in the early fall 
the skunks will 
breed in December. 


Right from the jump, estimating the 
increase at the rate of eight to the lit- 
tpr, you 
have an 
increase of 120 


skunks. Well, in June 
they breed 


again and at the same ratio of increase 
at the expiration of one and one-half 
years you \\ill have 7,495 skunks. In 
four 
years, 
without 
mishap, 
your 


skunks will have increased to 3,780,000. 


"This is a good big drove of skunks, 


and if the pelts are worth $1 each, the 
pelts of 200 ni'ale skunk would bring in 
open market 5200, and 
the oil at 
f>0 


cents an ounce would bo worth $800. 
Then figuring as we did on the increase 
of skunks, at the expiration of one and 
one-half year*,, you could kill 3,700 male 
skunks, the pelts of which 
would be 


worth just as m my dollars as skunks 
killed. Tho amount of oil 
gutheied 


from 
this number of skunks 
would 


amount to 29,600 ounces, worth just 


14.800. At the expiration of four yoats 
you would ha\c killed 1.890,000 male 
skunks the pelts of which 
would be 


worth $1,890,000, and the oil— 15,120,000 
ounces— $7.560,000, and you would still 
lave 3,700.000 skunks left to continue 
Business with. 


"These figures are not at all extrava- 


gant, and it will not be long before 
some of our enterprising citizens will 
be embarking in tho skunk farming 
business. I do not know of anything 
which will produce money faster than 
this, and the beauty of it is that it takes 
only a small sum to begin with. It dis- 
counts raising five cent cotton or any 
other agncultnral pursuit that I know 
of.

the Ciooil*. 


There is much difference between a 


"brand" of cigars and a "label." 
"A 


good' brand" is very often taken to 
mean "a good quality." Very likely 
that wa» the original hit em ion of cigar 
brands, as it still is of whiskey brands. 
But by the actual present custom of tli« 
trade the name which is 
burned or 


branded on the wood of the cigar box— 
the "brand'" properly so called—has no 
necessary connection with the quality 
of the cigar, but only accidentally, so 
far as some particular make, peculiar 
to one factory, may be for the time ex- 
clusively applied to the manufacture of 
good tobacco. The "brand" tells the ci- 
gar seller something about the size and 
shape of the cigar. As years go on the 
application 
of these brands becomes 


more and more loose and irregular. Un- 
til recent years there used to be a regu- 
lar gradation of size in about this or- 
der, beginning with the largest: (1) 
Perfecto, (2) Puritano, (3) Concha, and 
(4) Conchita. 
Even this arrangement 


was not by any means the earli< st. "Re- 
galia" was known to the tiade as a 
designation of largo 
tize long before 


anybody ever 
heard 
of "Peifecto." 


"Henry Clay" was once a brand indica- 
tive of both size and quality, a brand 
and a label in one, when the cigar was 
made in only one Havana factory. And 
later results nf competition, as well as 
of Cuban disturbances, are seen in the 
actually prevailing scale of brands. As 
brand differs from brand in shape as 
well as in length, it would take much 
complicated mathematical resem-h to 
place the brands in the exact ou'.er of

one feet.
